SOUTH  HAMPTON,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

1995 


To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  South  Hampton  in  the  County  of 
Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Town  on  Tuesday, 
the   14th  of  March,   1995  between  the  hours  of  eleven  o'clock  A.M.  and 
eight  o'clock  P.M.,  to  act  on  the  following  article: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

You  are  also  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Town  on  Wednesday, 
the  15th  of  March,  1995  at  7:30  P.M.  to  act  upon  Article  2  and  all 
subsequent    articles. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$260,945  (two  hundred  sixty  thousand  nine  hundred  forty-five 
dollars)  for  the  general  operation  of  the  Town. 

The  following  table  shows  the  relationship  between  the  operating 
budget,  other  warrant  articles  appropriating  money,  and  the  total 
appropriations:

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$16,200   (sixteen   thousand   two  hundred  dollars)   for  the   lease  payment 
of  the   Grumman  Tanker  truck. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  enter  into  a 
long-term  lease   agreement  in    1995   to  purchase   a  new  tanker  pumper 
fire  truck  that  costs  $110,000  (one  hundred  ten  thousand  dollars). 
With  a  term  of  10  to  12  years,  the  lease  payments  will  start  in   1997 
and   will   not  exceed   $16,275   (sixteen   thousand  two  hundred   seventy 


five  dollars)  per  year.        [2/3  (two  thirds)  ballot  vote  required  if  lease 
agreement  is  to  be  binding  on  future  town  meetings.] 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,840.00   (one  thousand  eight  hundred  forty  dollars)  for  the  purpose 
of  purchasing  one  air  pack  for  use  by  the  Fire  Department. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$10,000  (ten  thousand  dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the  work 
of    shimming/resurfacing    the    roads. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$10,000  (ten  thousand  dollars)  for  the  removal  of  the  town  hall  fuel 
storage  tank  and  the  installation  of  a  new  fuel  storage  tank. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,500 
(four  thousand  five   hundred  dollars)  to  update  the   tax  maps. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,200 
(one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars)  to  remove  the  wooden  fence  on 
the  westerly  side  of  the  Town  Hall  Parking  lot  and  to  install  a  new 
fence. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$9,000  (nine  thousand  dollars)  to  be  placed  in  the  Police  Cruiser 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  in  1992  under  RSA  35:1  and  to 
expend  all  monies  in  that  fund  to  purchase  a  new  police  cruiser. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,000  (one  thousand  dollars)  to  be  placed  in  the  Land  Acquisition 
Capital   Reserve  Fund  established  in   1988. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$10,000  (ten  thousand  dollars)  to  be  placed  in  the  Cemetery  Land 
Acquisition  and  Development  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  in   1993 
under  RSA  35:1. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000  (three  thousand  dollars)  to  be  placed  in  the  Town  Hall 
Maintenance  Trust  Fund  created  in   1992  under  RSA  31:19. 


14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  dispose  of 
tax  deeded  property  as  needed,  (until  specific  rescission  of  such 
authority) 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
accept  gifts  of  personal  property,  other  than  cash,  to  the  Town  for  any 
public  purposes.     This  authorization  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95-e 
shall  remain  in  effect  until  rescinded  by  vote  of  the  Town  meeting.

The  year  1994  will  be  remembered  for  the  retirement  of  public  servant  #1,  Charlie  Ducharme. 
Many  of  you  may  not  l<now  that  Charlie  has  done  everything  from  head  cook  to  bottle  washer. 
His  distinguished  service  to  the  Town  has  included  jobs  such  as  health  agent,  animal 
control  officer,    police  chief,  and  a  10  year  stint  as  selectman  as  well  as  many  years  of 
service  to  the  Grange.  Charlie  has  done  all  this  with  a  smile  on  his  face  and  a  kind  word  for 
all.    We  will  miss  this  true  gentleman,  but  we  know  he'll  be  there  for  sound  advice  and 
support.    Enjoy  retirement,  Charlie! 

In  1994  we  completed  work  on  the  salt  shed.    Local  contractor  Richard  Verge  won  the 
contract  and  constructed  the  walls  and  roof  with  materials  purchased  from  C.P.  Lumber.    Our 
winter  surface  materials  are  now  being  stored  and  mixed  in  a  dry,  environmentally  sound 
fashion. 

Our  road  resurfacing  project  continued  on  schedule  this  year  as  we  paved  all  of  Highland 
Road  and  part  of  Woodman  Road. 

A  new  computer  and  custom  software  were  purchased  for  the  Tax  Collector's  Office.    Andrea 
is  quickly  coming  up  to  speed  and  is  thankful  that  hand  ledgers  will  become  a  thing  of  the 
past.  We  are  now  printing  warrants  and  tax  bills  in  house. 

We  spent  a  lot  of  time  dealing  with  the  EOC  issue.  The  selectmen  are  unified  in  believing 
that  the  Police  Dept.,  Fire  Dept.,  and  EOC  should  be  housed  in  one  municipal  safety  center. 
With  the  promise  of  $25,000  from  various  governmental  agencies  and  the  formation  of  a  fire 
association  building  committee,  we  have  our  fingers  crossed  that  a  suitable  addition  can  be 
added  on  to  the  Fire  Station. 

Many  projects  occurred  in  and  around  the  Town  Hall  in  1994.   Local  roofer  Steve  Balsavage 
did  extensive  roof  work  to  the  back  portion  of  the  Town  Hall  where  water  came  in  last  winter. 
We  had  an  exterminator  take  care  of  the  powder  post  beetles  in  the  sills,  and  we  had  many 
branches  cut  down  around  the  buildings  that  were  raising  havoc  to  the  property  during  wind 
storms. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  meets  in  open  session  at  the  Town  Hall  on  the  second,  third,  and 
fourth  Tuesdays  of  each  month  at  7:30  P.M.  Residents  are  welcomed  to  attend  to  discuss 
individual  matters  of  concern. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  thank  the  many  volunteers  who  keep  this  town  going.  We 
acknowledge  that  South  Hampton  is  blessed  with  people  who  bring  a  great  diversity  of  skills 
to  the  table.    We  encourage  volunteerism.    Call  us;  we  have  just  the  job  for  you.

Our  many  runs  included  25  medical  aid  calls,  13  auto  accidents,  1 
structure  fire  on  Main  Avenue,  6  woods  fires  and  14  mutual  aid 
calls  in  our  neighboring  towns  of  Newton,  E.  Kingston,  Brentwood 
and  Salisbury  and  Amesbury,  Ma.  Two  of  these  fires  had  us  tied 
up  for  as  long  as  10  hours.  Not  to  mention  our  other  runs  which

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Our  first  forest  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our  State 
Legislature  95  years  ago.  This  early  law  set  in  place  a 
cooperative  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  effort  between 
city  and  town  governments  and  state  government.  It  simply  stated 
that  no  open  fire  could  be  kindled  when  the  ground  is  free  of 
snow,  without  the  written  permission  of  the  town/city  Forest  Fire 
Warden.  This  law  also  stated  that  anyone  kindling  a  fire  without 
written  permission  shall  be  liable  for  the  damage  caused  and 
subject  to  a  $1,000.00  fine. 

During  the  past  95  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that  it  has 
remained  unchanged.  All  open  fires,  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow,  must  be  authorized  by  the  local  Forest  Fire 
Warden.  Persons  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit  when  one  is 
required,  are  liable  for  damages  caused,  fire  suppression  costs 
and  subject  to  $1,000.00  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed 
significantly  to  our  nationally  recognized  annual  forest  fire 
loss  record.

Over  the  past  year  the  Planning  Board  devoted  most  of  its  time  and  energy  to  dealing  with 
the  Guilfoyle  and  Kinney  Hill  subdivisions..  These  two  subdivisions  are  typical  of  what  the 
Planning  Board  maybe  dealing  with  in  the  course  of  the  next  few  years.  Over  the  past  year,  I  have 
had  another  half  dozen  inquiries  from  landowners  on  possible  subdivisions  of  their  land.  Although 
most  of  these  subdivisions  are  small  in  nature,  the  technical  reviews  and  clerical  work  associated 
with  these  subdivisions  is  time  consimiing  and  draws  the  board's  attention  away  from  other 
Planning  Board  issues. 

Other  Planning  Boards  in  New  Hampshire  have  also  faced  this  problem  in  the  past  15 
years  and  their  solution  to  this  problem  was  to  form  a  sub  committee  of  the  Planning  Board  called 
the  Technical  Review  Committee.  Does  South  Hampton  need  a  TRC?  Fm  not  sure.  What  the 
Planning  Board  and  other  boards  in  the  town  need  is  some  clerical  help.  In  the  process  of  dealing 
with  the  Kinney  Hill  subdivision  there  were  176  letters,  reports,  agreements,  site  plans,  memos  and 
maps  generated  by  the  Board.  In  the  Guilfoyle  subdivision,  which  is  still  on-going  ,  there  have 
been  68  letters,  reports,  agreements,  site  plans,  memos  and  maps  generated.  Each  application  for  a 
lot  line  adjustment  or  possible  subdivisions  creates  its  own  file  and  generates  its  own  paper.  The 
Planning  Board  spends  most  of  its  time  generating  paper  and  not  enough  of  its  time  planning 
which,  by  the  way,  would  also  create  more  paper.  Help!  I  This  is  not  to  say  that  I  spend  all  of  my 
time  as  Chairman  creating  paper.  Writing  reports  and  letters  is  only  part  of  the  job.  What  the 
board  needs  is  help  in  filing,  typing  and  accounting.  The  Plaiming  Board,  in  my  opinion,  does  not 
need  its  own  fuU  time  secretary  at  this  time,  but  it  does  need  some  clerical  assistance.  Fm  suie  that 
the  Conservation  Commission,  ZBA,  Building  Inspector,  and  Health  Officer  face  the  same 
problems. 

Although  the  Selectmen  have  a  hard  working  secretary,  in  my  opinion,  the  town  needs  an 
administrative  assistant  to  make  every  board  more  efficient.  Every  other  town  aroimd  us  now  has 
an  administrative  assistant,  including  East  Kingston.  In  a  town  this  size  the  Adimistrative  assistant's 
principal  responsibility  would  be  to  the  Selectmen  unless  another  board's  needs  were  significantly 
more  urgent.  To  the  people  of  this  town  who  don't  know  me,  I  paint  and  repair  houses.  In  my 
professional  opinion  the  clerical  support  in  this  town  is  broken  and  needs  to  be  fixed.  An 
Administrative  Assistant  would  fix  the  problem.

I  only  hope  that  I  am  half  as 
good  a  chairperson  as  she  was.

We  want  to  publicly  thank  the  Barnard  Trust  for  their  ongoing  support  and  commitment  to 
Barnard  School.  We  also  want  to  thank  teacher  Jan  Snow  for  her  25  years  of  dedicated  service. 
The  Board  has  accepted  with  regret  her  decision  to  retire  in  June.  She  will  be  missed  by  all. 

Throughout  the  past  year,  the  School  Board  has  strived  to  inform  the  public  about  school 
issues  through  its  monthly  meetings  and  newsletter.  We  encourage  community  involvement  and 
again  invite  you  to  our  regularly  scheduled  meetings  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month. 

As  it  has  for  many  generations,  Barnard  School  continues  to  provide  a  truly  unique 
educational  experience  for  the  children  of  South  Hampton.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  what 
communities  across  the  nation  seek:  a  school  system  that  encourages  each  child  to  do  his  or  her 
best  in  a  safe  environment  with  high  expectations. 

In  the  recent  statewide  testing,  South  Hampton's  third  graders  had  the  second  highest  score 
in  the  state.  Of  the  36  South  Hampton  students  attending  Amesbiuy  High  School  this  past 
semester,  three  students  achieved  high  honors  and  twelve  students  achieved  honors.  After  passing 
rigorous  entrance  exams,  many  Barnard  School  graduates  continue  their  education  at  private 
secondary  schools  with  reputations  for  excellence. 

After  19  years  at  Barnard  School,  teacher  Barbara  Knapp  became  Acting  Principal. 
Working  with  administration  and  staff,  Mrs.  Knapp  has  reorganized  the  schedule  and  class 
structure  to  provide  students  with  longer,  uninterrupted  periods  of  instructional  time.  Through  a 
recently  formed  community  group,  Mrs.  Knapp  has  sought  new  ideas.  One  of  those  ideas  is  a 
project  involving  students  and  older  residents  working  together  to  document  the  oral  history  of  our 
community. 

Because  of  student  need  the  Board  approved  the  hiring  of  a  Special  Education  teacher  for 
four  days  per  week.  While  this  new  position  added  significantly  to  our  budget.  South  Hampton, 
like  all  communities  in  New  Hampshire,  has  seen  the  increased  need  drive  up  cost.  Federal  and 
State  laws  require  that  all  students  have  the  right  to  equal  educational  opportunity.  School  districts 
have  the  legal  obligation  to  identify  these  students  and  provide  needed  services. 

A  key  part  of  each  child's  success  is  the  involvement  and  commitment  of  parents  and 
teachers  working  together  to  benefit  the  child.  In  this  same  manner  our  community  and  school 
should  work  together  for  the  success  and  benefit  of  South  Hampton  and  its  citizens.  This  is  our 
challenge.

Introduction:   Moderatoi  Walter  Shivik  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:30  p.rn.  He  began 
with  a  few  brief  announcements,  including  a  reminder  to  voters  that  the  school  and  town  elections 
would  be  held  on  Tuesday,  March  8,  1 994,  from  1 1 :00  am.  to  8:00  p.m.  He  then  introduced:

Goldthwaite 

•  Budget  Committee  members:  Margaret  Miller,  Chairwoman;  JoAnn  Hill,  Selectmen's

•  Selectmen:  Charlie  Ducharme  and  Lee  Knapp 

file  moderator  then  gave  a  brief  overview  ol  the  wan  ant  articles  and  announced  the  ground  niles 
for  tlie  meeting: 

•  Non-voters  must  sit  on  the  stage. 

•  Anyone  making  or  seconding  a  motion  must  state  his  or  her  name  to  enable  the  Clerk  to  record 
the  meeting. 

•  Motions  to  amend  the  warrant  articles  must  be  in  writing. 

•  Participants  can  speak  twice  on  a  motion,  and  let  others  have  a  chance. 

•  Address  questions  to  the  moderator. 

•  If  a  motion  to  restrict  reconsideration  of  a  vote  passes,  and  if  later  a  motion  to  reconsider  tlie 
vote  passes,  then  the  voters  cannot  reconsider  the  vote  in  the  same  meeting.  Rather,  the  voters 
can  reconsider  the  vote  only  at  a  meetmg  scheduled  7  days  later. 

•  llie  voters  can  ovemile  tlie  moderator's  decision  on  aprocediual  issue  by  a  iiiajorily  vote. 

The  moderator  explained  the  procedure  for  voting  on  wairaiit  articles  fuid  the  process  for  secret 
ballots. 

Melisaa Goldthwaite  made  amotion  to  allow  the  SAU  21  officers  and  Bamaid  School  Principal 
and  staff  to  participate  in  the  meeting.  Seconded  by  Judy  Shivik.  The  motion  passed. 

Article  1 :   To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  establish  a  capital  reserv^e  fimd  under  the  provisions 
of  RSA  35:1  for  the  purpose  of  providing  sufficient  school  building  space  necessary  to  meet 
anticipated  growtli  in  tlie  school  age  population  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $20,000 
(twenty  thousand  dollars)  to  be  placed  in  tins  fund.  (P.ecommended  by  the  budget  committee) 
Moved  by  Barbara  Czumak.  Seconded  by  Melissa  Goldthwaite. 
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'inhere  was  no  discussion  on  Article  1  and  it  passed. 

The  moderator  asked  if  the  meeting  would  like  to  restrict  reconsideration.  Pam  Noon  so  moved. 
Ed  Condon  seconded.  The  motion  passed. 

Artide  2:  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,.500  (six 
thousand  five  hundied  dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  repairs  to  the  buildings.  (Recommended  by  the 
budget  committee).  Moved  by  Melissa  Goldthwaite.  Seconded  by  Judy  Shivik. 

Ed  Condon  explained  that  the  intended  use  of  the  money  was  to  replace  the  remaining  windows  not 
replaced  last  year.  Tliere  was  some  discussion  about  the  fiiel  savings  with  the  new  windows. 

Article  2  passed. 

Peter  Shoukimas  moved  to  restrict  reconsideration.  Seconded  by  James  Van  Bokkelen.  The 
motion  passed. 

Article  3:  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  a  supplemental  appropriation  in  the  amount  of  $3,500 
(three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars)  for  special  education,  said  appropriation  to  be  fiinded  trom 
unanticipated  revenues.  (Recommended  by  the  budget  committee).  Moved  by  Barbara  Czumak. 
Seconded  by  Judy  Shivik. 

ITiere  was  a  question  about  the  source  of  the  unanticipated  revenues.  Barbara  Czumak  explained 
that  the  revenue  is  from  a  student  who  is  now  attending  the  school  and  paying  tuition.  Tlie  student 
had  attended  Barnard  School,  moved  out  of  town,  and  will  now  move  back. 

Article  3  passed. 

The  moderator  asked  if  the  meeting  wanted  to  restrict  reconsideration.  Barbara  Czumak  so  moved. 
Seconded  by  David  Reicks.  The  motion  passed. 

Artide  4:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  qjpropriate  for  the 
support  of  schools,  for  tlie  salaiies  of  school  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  the  district  Judy  Shivik  made  amotion  that  the  meeting  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $740,637,  exclusive  of  the  special  money  articles.  Seconded  by  Melissa  Goldthwaite. 

llie  moderator  directed  the  meeting  to  review  (i)  the  budget  fonn  on  pages  72-73  of  the  annual 
report  and  (ii)  tlie  itemized  budget  on  pages  74-80.  The  moderator  explained  that  the  meeting  will 
review  each  school  line  item  and  can  change  any  line  item  by  passing  a  motion  to  change  the  line 
item.  The  SAU  21  officials  will  keep  track  of  the  changes.  After  the  line  items  are  reviewed, 
Aiiicle  4  would  be  amended  to  reflect  the  cumulative  changes  in  the  line  times.  The  moderator 
explained  that  the  amount  in  Judy  Shivik's  motion  to  amend  Article  4  is  the  school  board's  figure 
and  diflEers  from  the  amount  recommended  by  the  budget  committee. 
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Baibaia  Czumak  presented  aii  overview  oithe  school  board's  budget.  She  explained  tliat  the 
budget  IS  up  11.17%  over  last  year's  budget,  due  to  high  school  tuition,  special  education,  and 
contiactual  items.  She  then  began  reviewing  the  line  items. 

Subatitute  teachei'H:   A  diacussioii  occuired  oti  Hie  subatitule  teachw  liiit?  item,  and  the  number  of 
days  teachers  will  attend  workshops.  Judy  Shivik  explained  that  Hie  reason  for  the  difference 
between  the  budget  committee's  recommended  amount  and  the  school  board's  proposed  amount  is 
that  the  budget  committee  believed  this  line  item  could  be  cut.  The  school  board  budgeted  for  55 
days  las!  yeai  and  asked  for  80  days  this  year.  The  budget  committee  compromised  at  70  days. 

VCR  and  recorder:  A  discussion  occurred  on  the  line  item  for  the  purchase  of  a  VCR  and  tape 
recorder.  Ed  Condon  explained  the  budget  committee  believed  the  school  could  purchase  a  VCR 
and  recorder  for  less  than  the  school  board's  proposed  amount. 

Telephone  emergency  line:  The  need  for  a  new  telephone  emergency  line  for  the  school  was  also 
discussed.  Ed  Condon  explained  the  state  would  reimburse  the  school  tor  the  emergency  line. 

Margaret  Miller  made  amotion  to  amend  Article  5  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  S738,832, 
which  reflected  the  budget  committee's  recommended  amount.  Seconded  by  Ed  Condon. 

Guidance  counselor:  Barbara  Czumak  said  she  wanted  to  discuss  one  more  line  item  before  voting 
on  the  total  budget.  Althougli  the  school  board  did  not  budget  for  an  extra  day  per  week  for  the 
guidance  counselor,  she  believed  another  day  was  needed  because  of  the  amount  of  time  the 
guidance  counselor  is  spending  at  the  school.  She  often  volunteers  an  extra  day,  and  is  also 
available  in  a  crisis  situation.  The  school  board  wanted  to  bring  this  to  the  community's  attention 
and  let  them  decide  if  this  is  something  they  would  be  willing  to  fund.  Baibai  a  Czumak  explained 
another  day  would  basically  double  the  amount  that  the  school  boaid  has  included  in  the  budget  for 
the  guidance  counselor. 

Baibara  Czumak  asked  the  SAU  21  officials  to  address  the  issue.  Dr.  Weiss  said  the  role  of 
today's  guidance  counselor  is  different  than  in  the  past.  For  example,  guidance  counselors  must 
now  address  drugs,  violence,  sex,  and  other  difficult  issues    Chris  Moore  a.sked  how  the  Barnard 
School  coinpaies  with  the  other  schools  m  the  SAU  21  and  if  they  are  experiencing  similar 
problems.  Judy  Shivik  explained  all  schools  are  experiencing  tliese  problems. 

Ihe  moderator  read  Margaret  Miller's  motion  to  amend  the  main  article:  "To  see  whether  the 
district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  siom  of  $738,832  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
salai  ies  of  school  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district." 
After  explaining  this  amount  reflected  the  budget  committee's  recommended  amount  latlier  than  the 
school  board's  proposed  amount,  the  moderator  asked  for  a  vote  on  the  motion.  The  motion 
passed.  . 

The  moderator  explained  that  the  meeting  would  next  consider  Article  4  as  amended  and  invited 
an\^  amendjnents  to  change  line  items    Barbara  Czumak  made  a  motion  to  increase  line  item  2120- 
I33(salary-guidaiice)  to  %  1 5,454.   Seconded  by  Phim  Koon 
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The  moderator  opened  the  floor  for  discussion    Peter  Shoiikimas  asked  about  the  qualifications  of 
the  person  doing  the  counseling.  Dr.  Weiss  provides  tlie  irifoniicition..  Leo  Kiiapp  said  he  would 
rather  spend  the  money  on  aprogiam  that  would  affect  more  of  tlie  childien.  Mrs.  Czuniak 
fPspondeH  that  Mr.  Knapp's  comment  did  not  address  the  problems  of  the  troubled  children    Phil 
Cai  Iman  commented  that  the  increase  to  our  tax  bill  would  be  about  $.^0  per  ta.xpayer,  ajid  said  the 
children  are  very  important  to  us.  Someone  asked  how  the  guidance  counselor  is  compensated  for 
unscheduled  visits  to  the  school.  Melissa  Goldthwaite  explained  that  the  guidance  counselor 
volunteers  her  time,  and  is  not  compensated.  Chris  Moore  asked  tor  comments  from  the  teachers. 
Neil  (Courtney  stated  that  the  guidance  counselor  is  very  dedicated,  and  the  children  tliink  a  loi  of 
her.  Margaiet  Miller  asked  why  the  school  boaid  did  not  include  funding  an  additional  day  for  tlic 
guidance  counselor  in  tiie  budget.  Judy  Shivik  explained  the  school  board  voted  2  to  1  against  it 
with  Barbara  C'zumak  voting  to  include  it  in  the  budget 

Ed  Condon  made  a  motion  to  move  the  question.  Seconded  by  James  Van  Bokkelen.  The  motion 
passed  with  a  two-third's  majority. 

Tlie  moderator  read  Baibara  Czumak's  motion  again  and  asked  for  a  vole    fhe  motion  failed 

The  moderator  asked  for  a  vote  on  Articlt  5  a.s  airiendcd  by  Majgaiet  Miller's  motion.  The 
moderator  read  the  Article  as  amended  with  the  Budget  Committee's  recommended  amount  of 
$738,832.  Article  5  as  amended  passed. 

Jo.Ajin  Hill  made  amotion  to  restrict  reconsideration  of  .'\rticle  5  as  amended..  Seconded  by 
James  Van  Bokkelen.   Ilie  motion  passed 

Arlicle  5:  To  see  what  action  the  district  will  take  in  relation  to  reports  of  agents,  auditors 
committee  or  officers  chosen  and  pai?s  any  vote  relating  thereto.  Melissa  Goldthwaite  moved  to 
accept  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committee  or  officers  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto".  Seconded  by  Barbara  Czum.ak. 

llii.  motion  pa.ssed. 

The  moderator  explained  that  there  was  no  need  to  resfrict  reconsideration  because  no  money  is 
involved. 

Article  6:    To  ti  ansact  any  other  business  ttiat  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting. 

Calvin  Eaton  directed  the  meeting's  attention  to  a  letter  written  by  School  Board  Chairwoman 
Barbara  C?nimak  that  appeared  on  page  70  of  the  annual  report    Mr  Raton  said  he  became 
coiifii.sed  ^fter  leadine  the  l^-tter  because  it  did  not  inentioii  any  of" the  school  boaj d\s 
accomplisliinents  for  the  year,  fie  asked  for  an  explanation.  Qaibara  Czumak  explained  the  letter 
did  not  retlect  the  views  of  'he  other  5-Thc>ol  board  members,  but  it  expressed  how  she  felt.  She 
believed  her  letter  may  have  been  disheartening  (o  some,  but  she  decided  to  express  her  personal 
feelings  that,  aithougli  some  good  things  haf^pened,  her  overall  impression  was  negative.  Mr. 
Eiilou  coiiuuented  tliai,  when  people  iu  tlie  futui  e  read  her  letter,  tliey  will  wonder  what  waij  going 
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on  last  yeai .   Mrs.  t-'zuniak  responded  she  hoped  that  people  will  wonder  what  was  happening 
because  she  had  heaid  and  seen  veiy  distuibing  things. 

Judy  Shivik  stated  that  the  past  3rear  had  actually  been  a  pretty  good  one.  The  school  board 
disagreed  on  only  a  few  issues,  such  as  the  school  choice,  and  were  united  on  many  more  issues, 
such  as  tlie  evacuation  plan  and  the  propane  tank  removal.  Tlie  school  board  also  made  progress 
on  several  complex  and  difficult  issues  such  as  long  term  plaiuiing,  state  minimmn  standaids,  and 
curriculum  revisions. 

Dr.  Weiss  rose  to  mention  another  highlight  of  the  year.  South  Hampton  teacher  Beverly  Peeke 
was  one  of  four  finalists  nominated  for  New  Hampshire  Teacher  of  tiie  Year..  Dr.  Weiss  was 
proud  of  Mrs.  Peeke  and  hoped  the  South  Hampton  communitv'  was  also  proud  of  her. 

After  Dr.  Weiss'  remarks,  the  moderator  made  a  motion  to  adjourn.  Seconded  by  Ed  Condon. 

The  motion  passed.  The  moderator  declaied  the  meeting  adjourned  at  9:02  p.m.

INDEPENDENT  AUDITOR'S  COMMUNICATION  OF 
REPORTABLE  CONDITIONS  AND  OTHER  MATTERS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board 
South  Hampton  School  District 
Hampton,  New  Hampshire 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  South  Hampton  School  District  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1994,  we  considered  the  School  District's  internal  control  structure 
in  order  to  determine  the  scope  of  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of 
expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements.  Our  review  of 
these  systems  was  not  intended  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure 
and  should  not  be  relied  on  for  that  purpose. 

Under  the  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public 
Accountants,  reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our  attention  relating 
to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of  the  internal  control 
structure  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the  School  District's  ability 
to  record,  process,  summarize,  and  report  financial  data  consistent  with  the 
assertions  of  management  in  the  general  purpose  financial  statements.  A  material 
weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more 
of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level 
the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities,  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation 
to  the  financial  statements  being  audited,  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a 
timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned 
functions.  Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily 
disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  constitute 
reportable  conditions  arid,  accordingly,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  reportable 
conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined  above. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that,  during  the  course  of  our  review  of  internal  controls, 
no  material  weaknesses  in  the  School  District's  accounting  systems  and  records  were 
identified.  Minor  weaknesses  or  other  considerations  coming  to  our  attention  were 
generally  procedural  in  nature  and  dealt  with  administrative  or  recordkeeping 
practices.  In  these  instances,  we  made  specific  recommendations  or  provided 
instruction  to  those  individuals  involved  during  the  course  of  our  audit  fieldwork. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of  management  and  others 
within  the  administration.  This  restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit  distribution 
of  this  report,  which  is  a  matter  of  public  record.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  BARNARD  SCHOOL 

During  the  1994-95  school  year  the  faculty  at  Barnard  School  has  been  actively 
involved  in  the  areas  of  curriculum  development,  team  building,  and  assessment. 
Early  release  days,  along  with  before  and  after  school  meetings,  have  enabled  the 
teachers  to  make  progress  in  all  areas.  The  major  focus  of  curriculum  examination 
has  been  in  the  areas  of  math  and  social  studies.  Teachers  have  been  scheduled  to 
participate  in  math  workshops  conducted  by  Cambridge  University's  Mahesh  Sharma. 

In  September  the  PTA  sponsored  a  trip  to  Adventure  Learning  camp  where  students 
and  faculty  worked  on  qualities  of  being  a  positive,  productive  member  of  a  team.  Four 
teams  have  emerged  within  the  faculty  -  primary/intermediate,  upper  level,  special 
education,  and  unified  arts.    Individual  teachers  are  collaborating  on  various  projects 
involving  the  arts,  math,  science  and  writing.  The  students  are  also  often  working  in 
cooperative  groups  sharing  their  talents  and  expertise  with  other  classmates. 

Assessing  both  student  performance  and  programs  offered  at  Barnard  School  has 
been  an  ongoing  process.  Mid-term  and  quarterly  progress  reports  have  been 
revised,  portfolio  assessment  has  been  refined,  and  standardized  tests  scores  have 
been  used  to  identify  strong  and  weak  areas  in  the  curriculum. 

New  programs  and  methods  of  instruction  have  been  implemented  in  the  areas  of 
health  education,  enrichment,  and  inclusion  for  students  with  special  needs.  There  is 
now  a  small  computer  lab  in  the  main  building  which  houses  9  computers:  4  Apple 
lie's,  4  286  IBM  compatibles,  and  1  Macintosh  with  CD  ROM.  Through  the  generosity 
of  donors  and  volunteers  and  the  willingness  of  teachers  to  integrate  technology  into 
the  curriculum,  we  are  able  to  offer  varied  computer-related  skills  to  all  students. 

We  continue  to  value  the  experiences  offered  by  artist-in-residence  programs,  through 
field  trip  and  sports  opportunities,  and  from  members  of  the  community  who  share  their 
knowledge,  talents,  and  interests  with  our  students. 

We  are  proud  of  our  students.  Some  have  been  recognized  locally  and  regionally  for 
their  academic  and  athletic  talents,  some  have  been  published  as  artists  and  writers, 
others  have  performed  magnificently  on  stage,  but  it  is  each  and  every  one  of  them 
that  makes  Barnard  School  a  special  place  to  be. 

I  extend  sincere  thanks  to  our  dedicated  teachers  and  support  personnel  at  Barnard 
School,  Assistant  Superintendent  Leon  Worthley,  the  staff  at  the  SAD  office,  school 
board  members,  an  active  PTA,  school  volunteers,  the  Community  Advisory  Group, 
and  community  members  and  organizations.  Through  the  efforts  of  all  we  are 
continuing  to  maintain  the  high  standards  of  student  performance  that  South  Hampton 
citizens  have  come  to  expect.

REPORT  FROM  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


This  1994  Superintendent's  Annual  Report  for  the  South 
Hampton  School  District  focuses  upon  growth  and  change.   The 
Barnard  School  saw  numerous  changes  in  personnel  and  program  as 
the  year  progressed. 

During  the  Spring  of  1994,  Leland  Miller  resigned  as 
Principal  of  the  Barnard  School  ending  a  two-year  tour  of  duty. 
To  complete  the  year,  Assistant  Superintendent  Leon  Worthley  was 
appointed  as  Acting  Principal.   Leon  did  an  outstanding  job  of 
managing  the  affairs  of  the  District  and  acting  as  instructional 
leader  of  the  Barnard  School.   After  completing  an  extensive 
search,  the  School  Board  elected  Barbara  Knapp  as  the  new  Barnard 
School  Principal  for  the  1994-95  school  year.   Barbara  is,  of 
course,  well-known  as  an  upper  level  language  arts  teacher  and 
local  resident.   Additionally,  the  Board  authorized  a  new  80% 
position  for  a  learning  disabilities  teacher  to  assist  students 
with  special  needs.   The  school  also  employed  a  new  secretary  and 
upper  level  mathematics  teacher  as  it  opened  the  1994-95  school 
year. 

The  Barnard  School  itself  underwent  several  significant 
changes  as  the  second  phase  of  the  window  replacement  project  was 
completed,  and  new  carpets  were  installed  in  the  modular 
classrooms.   In  an  effort  to  approach  the  State's  minimum 
standards,  the  District  contracted  with  the  Hampton  Food  Service 
Program  to  offer  a  full  breakfast.   While  not  largely  supported, 
the  program  does  bring  the  District  closer  to  meeting  the  State's 
standards . 

SAU-wide,  the  curriculum  focus  remained  on  improving  our 
mathematics  instruction  and  on  implementing  the  various 
recommendations  of  the  Curriculum  Cabinet  and  Subject  Area 
Committees.   Further,  this  year  saw  the  first  administration  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Assessment  tests  for  third  graders.   In  early 
November,  the  results  of  these  tests  were  released  state-wide. 
The  Barnard  School's  third  graders  did  relatively  well  in  all 
areas  with  scores  in  mathematics  slightly  higher  than  those  in 
English/Language  Arts.   The  SAU  was  also  involved  in  negotiations 
with  both  teachers  and  paraprof essionals  during  the  year. 
Finally,  the  SAU-wide  Staff  Development  Committee  with  much  help 
from  South  Hampton  staff,  planned  a  day-long  experience  for  all 
teachers  in  character  and  citizenship  education. 

The  efforts  of  the  School  Board,  staff  and  community  have 
remained  focused  upon  meeting  the  ever-changing  needs  of  the 
students,  and  these  efforts  have  clearly  moved  South  Hampton 
forward  as  we  approach  the  year  2000.
